America, Where Its Power 


Cannot Reach Her. 


PAWS, 
Feb. 16.—Judgment 
was 


handed down yesterday in toe case of 
Princess Colonna, who Instituted pro- 
ceedings.here to obtain a judicial Repa- 
ration from her husband. 


The ^judgment recounts all the facts 


in the, ease and dismisses the demand 
of the prtacesB for a separation on the 
ground that Prince Colonaa is an Ital- 
ian subject and therefore outside the 
jurisdiction of the French courts. The 
court says that in a suit of this kind 
the prince is actipnable only in Naples, 
and that it will be necessary for the 
courts in that city to settle the ques- 
tion of the temporary care of the 
children of the marriage pending1 a 
final decision there in the matter. 


In the preamble attached to the 


judgment the court recites that the 
children were temporarily confided to 
the care of the princess on condition 
that the prince be allowed to see them 
three times a week^ The princess had 
violated the decision of the justice, and 
prevented the prince from seeing the 
children. 
It further says that the 


princess has now executed a project of 
abduction, which she audaciously at- 
tributed to her husband 


The order appointing the princess 


guardian of the children is withdrawn, 
and the prince is ordained to be their 
guardian. It is ordered that all the 
children be placed in the care of 
their aunt. Princess Stdgliano, of Na- 
ples. Princess Colonna will be al- 
lowed to vihit them on Sundays and 
Thursdays from 2 to 4 in the after- 
noon. It is further exacted that the 
children be handed over to the prince 
within twenty-four hours, and in the 
event of a failure to comply with this 
order the princess will be fined 300 
francs daily for three months. If at 
the end of three months she continues 
to disobey the order, the court declares 
that it will take stronger measures tc 
enforce its mandate. 


The princess is condemned to pay the 


cost of action.

Eio I>E JANEIRO, Feb. 16.—On Tues- 


day night last a launch belonging to 
the American cruiser Newark took 
ashore from that vessel several sailors 
who had been attacked by yellow 
fever. The men were taken to the yel- 
low fever hospital and the launch re- 
turned to the Newark. On her way 
back her course took her close to the 
anchorage of the merchant fleet. Ly- 
ing amongf the merchantmen was the 
insurgent steamer Marte. The latter 
fired three shots at the launch, but all 
three went wild, doing no damage. 


The representative of the United 


Press saw the captain of, the Marte 
yesterday and questioned him as to 
why lie had fired on the American 
boat. The captain declared that he 
did not know that the launch was 
American. 
This statement, however, 


is not worthy of belief, as the launches 
belonging to the American war ships 
are easily distinguishable from those 
belonging to the other war ships and 
from the boats that ply about the har- 
bor. 


After landing her sick sailors the 


Newark, under orders from Bear-Ad- 
miral Benham, the commander of the 
American squadron, sailed for Monti- 
video, where she will be disinfected. 


It is the opinion of those who know 


what sort of a place the bay is during 
the yellow fever season, that the fleet 
of war ships ought to anchor off Copa- 
cabana, outside the harbor. There is 
no fever at that place, Which is easy 
of communication from the city.

He Recommends Manual Training 


amd Pnysleal Culture for 


tbe Children. 


All members of thi Deuatur Board of 


Education, Mrs. Isabella Stafford, D. 8. 
Sbellabarger, and John Ullrich, with E. 
A. Gastman clerk, were present at tbe 
sneeting held last night at the High 
School Bnilding. 


Routine matters received attention. It 


was voted that an order for $1,600 of the 
sinking fund loaned be issued to the 
treasurer, E. B. Boby. It was directed 
that interest on bounds be paid by the 
president and olerk when said interest 
falls due.

To the Members ot the Board of E Ju- 


eation — It has seemed to me that it 
might be well for an to spend a few mo- 
ments in considering the actual condi- 
tion of tbe schools under yonr charge 
and in planning for their improvement 
in the near future. The teachers and 
myself have just initiated a new arrange- 
ment in the matter ot promotions from 
the several grades For many yeara it 
has been the custom to promote H pupil 
whenever, in the judgment of the teaohe, 
he was able to do tbe work in tba class 
above him. Bnt the mass of promotions 
ware made at the close of the schools ia 
June. For several years these promo- 
tions have beek solely upon the recom- 
mendations of the teacher. It is be- 
lieved that she should know batter than 
any one else when the child is ready to 
be advanced. Oar experience seems. to 
eon&rm this view. It the parent is dis- 
satisfied w>th. the decision ot the teaober 
he should have the privilege of sending 
the child to tjie superintendent to be ex- 
amined. I recommend that this plan be 
continued. 


On the first of the present month about 


600 children ware promoted in the schools 
of the city. 
A class of 40 entered the 
High School at that time. 
As already 


stated, this w an experiment. At this 
time ic asemt to have given entire satis- 
faction to parent* and pupils. 
If un- 


satisfactory results are developed later, 
et course the plan will be discontinued . 


The most striking feature of tbe at- 


tendance in our schools at the present 
time, ia the crowded condition ot the 
apper grade*. This it especially true in 
the High School. Probably but few of 
ear oitz«n* realize the amount of work 
now being done in this institution. 
Four hundred and forty pupils are en- 
rolled and 70 recitations are heard eaoh 
day. 
There err bat six alanes in the 
school with lew than 20 members eaoh. 
Forty-font olasBia have 25 or more mem- 
bers. There are 19 alas** with a mem- 
bership of 80 or more. Five olssees have 
over 40 members eaoh. Twelve teachers 
are constantly busy. 
But unfortunately the crowds are not 


confined to tbe olaases in the High 
BOQool. One teacher in the upper grade 
i* trying to instruct 51 papils in the 
Warren street, 57 in the Marietta street, 
69 in the Church street, 51 in tbe Jasper 
street and 66 ia the Wood street school. 
There are 65 pupils, fourth and fittb 
grades, in one room in the Sangamon 
street; 64 in tbe sixth grade, Warren 
street; 60 in the fifth grade, 61 in fourth 
grade and 62 in third grade, Marietta 
street; 63 in the fifth grade and 64 ia tbe 
fourth grade of tbe Ohnroh street; 60 in 
the sixth grade, 65 in the fifth grade and 
S3 ia tbe fourth grade, Wood street; 59 
in the fifth grade and 63 in third and 
fourth grades in the Jackson street, and 
55 m tbe fifth grade and 54 in the third 
grade of the Jasper street school. There 
can be no question that these eighteen 
rooms are greatly overcrowded.

Found by Keepers of Greenwich 


Sailors' Home 


LITERALLY BLOWS HTO FRAGMENTS 


By the Premature Explosion ol a Bomb 


Carried with Diabolical Intent-' 


Hii Bad Record Traced 


by the Police. 


LOTOON-, Feb. 16.—A loud explosion 


was heard just after nightfall las) 
night by the keepers of Greenwich 
park, about six miles from London 
bridge. A hasty search led to the dis- 
covery of a man mutilated and groan- 
ing with pain near the hilltop close to 
the observatory. His legs were shat- 
tered. One arm had been blown from 
his body, and he had been almost com- 
pletely disemboweled. As soon as fie 
became conscious of the keepers' pres- 
ence he begged them to help him or 
kill him. He became insensible within 
a few minutes, and ten minutes after 
being carried to the Seaman's hospita' 
he died. 


English and French papers found in 


the man's pockets showed that he was 
Marshal Bonrdin, a foreign anarchist. 
A peculiar powder in a package which 
he had carried with him was not rec 
ognized by the police, and it has been 
sent to government experts for anal 
ysis. The inquest will be held proba 
bly on Saturday. 


A hurried investigation of Bourdia'a 


life in London goes to show that he 
was a member of a dangerous anarch 
ist conspiracy, whose full details can 
be known only after careful police 
work.

South Ninth street. 


FIKK IN A MINE. 


On* Person Known to be Dead and 
Other Irfwera Humored. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 15.—The 


Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Co.'s coal mine No. 3, at Bloekton, the 
largest in Alabama, caujrht fire last 
night and has since been burning 
fiercely. One man is known to have 
lost his life. J. F. West, superintend- 
ent of the pumping machinery, was in 
the mine. The fire being between him 
and the opening there was no ehance 
to escape, and he was suffocated. A 
rescuing party was able to bring hie 
body out to-day.

TRANSLATORS SCARCE. 


They Too Often F*'1 to Give the Ex'erna 


rtaror or KT*U tae Inner Spirit, 


A competition in translations w» 


held not long ago for prizes offered by 
New York booksellers and publishers. 
The outcome of the competition was 
.decidedly unsatisfactory. Most of the 
translations sent in were from the 
German 
The best French w iters o 


short stories were badly represented 
and nothing taken from Italian or 
Spanish originals proved available 
The only prize awarded—apparently i 
was intended originally to give severa 
—was won by Miss C. S. Copeland, of 
Sparkill, N. Y., her translations being 
made from several of Paul Heyse's 
•hort stories. 
• 


Whether because of ignorance or in 


advertence many of the competitors 
selected productions which had been 
translated already, and which, there 
fore, had been barred out But the 
most common as well as the most seri 
ons obstacle to success proved to be 
the inability of the translators to make 
a proper use of English. It was clear 
that most of them could read the 
original French, German, or other for- 
eign language with comparative flu- 
ency, but they were incompetent to 
imitate the peculiarities of the styles 
of the foreign authors or to indicate 
shades of meaning by fitting selections 
of English terms. What sometimes 
and with a certain propriety has been 
termed the "atmosphere" of the origi- 
nal they almost wholly failed to repro- 
duce. 


Probably the only practicable method 


of obtaining good translations is to 
pay enough for them to make it worth 
the while of really accomplished liter- 
ary people, who also are scholars in 
some degree, to give their time to such 
work. There are men and women who 
are experts in one or more foreign 
tongues as well as in English, and who 
also are so familiar with this or thai 
foreign author as to have absorbed 
something of his very manner oi 
thought and expression. These by tak- 
ing sufficient pains usually succeed in 
rendering into English much of the 
external flavor, and even, of the inner 
spirit, of the writings of foreign au- 
thors. But such possible translators 
seldom enter competitions, although 
the holding of such a competition was 
a good plan, and might have been ex- 
pected faii-ly to develop some hitherto 
unperceived ability. — Congregation' 
alist.

They 
wen all well armed for protection against 
hostile tribes, through which they trav- 
elled almost noluiively, in case their 
march wa* impeded by force, and to pro- 
tect themselves sgainut wild heists which 
nfeet tbe regions through which they 
passed. Sbe mad* the march into the 
wildest regions of tbe country, from Z*c- 
zibsr, a distance of 480 miles, and visited 
African tnbrs so wild that Stanley 
matched hundreds of miles to avoid 
them, and received no serious injury and 
ltd no eerions trouble with the natives 
into whose territory she came. Marches 
often had to be made by night, in many 
oases, to avoid trouble with the savages 
and often to avoid tbe excessive beat of 
day.

Th»ir mediem of exchange i* bead* for 
which with five large beads a woman 
could b* bought, and with ten a cow ex- 
changed owners. Tbe tribe* that *aw 
her us* knivs* scd foil*, snd caw her 
comb in her hair, ah* found, upon her 
return trip, h«d made wocden knives and 
[arks and combs, and presented many of 
them to her which she broncht home 
From the fsots she eocclodis that these 
people could be reached tt rough their 
tendency toward civilisation in this re- 
gard. In the course of her leotun she 
described tbe many dangers she pasosd 
through, giving many very thrilling ex- 
periences eb* had which mad* her and- 
ieace wonder bow • woman could endure 
them without dying from fright, tin* 
h*d on exposition many eniiontie* *b* 
brought with her, snd which *b* bad 
gathered on her expedition, which wan 
examined with much curiosity sod in- 
terest, after the Uotnr*, by many who 
wen pneent.
